MEXICAN RECIPROCITY, 
Mr. Morgan called up his Mexican reciproc- 


ity resolution, and after some discussion, in ! 


which Mr. Morgan said that the resolution 
contemplated legislative action upon the 
tarifis of tne two countries, it passed without 
objection. Mr. Jackson, from the committee 
on claims, reported a bill referring the claim 
of the State national bank of Louisiana for 
cotton taken by the agents of the govern- 
ment in 1865 to the court of claims for adju- 
dication. The presidential count bill then 
cime up as unfinished business. 
THE VETO MESSAGE TAKEN UP, 

After some discussion of the status of the 
veto message, as a privileged question, Mr. 
Harris moved to postpone the unfinished 
business with a view to taking up the vetoed 
Chinese bill. The vote being taken, Mr. Har- 
ris’s motion prevailed—yeas 29, nays 25. The 
vote was a party one, except that Messrs. 
Cameron, of Wisconsin, Jones, of Nevada, 
and Miller, of California, voted aye with the 
democrats, and Messrs. Davis, of Lilinois, and 
Mahone voted no with the republicans. 
The Chinese bill was then 
taken up without opposition, Mr. 
Sherman moved to refer the bill and message 
to the committee on foreign relations. He 
supported and elaborated the objections of 
the president, and particularly of the Chi 
nese minister, and urged that as there was no 
oceasion for haste, the measure sbould be 
carefully perfected in committee with a view 
of obviating these objections. Mr. Garland 
expressed the opinion that in view of the pro 
tracted discussion of the measure in the sen- 
ate and the house, it was improbable that any 
new light could be thrown on it, and that as 
intelligent action could be had at 
this time as well as at any 
© her, the only purpose of the proposed ret- 
erence was to bury the bill. Mr. Morgan ar- 
gued that the motion, by involving a virtual 
reconsideration of the message, Was an evasion 
of the constitutional requirement of a direct 
vote, Referring to the memorandum of five 
ovjections to the bill by the Chinese minister, 
which accompanied the veto, he said that he 
believed this to be the first instance in Amer- 
ican history in which the president of the 
United States bad consulted a foreign power, 
about which cougress was legislating, as to 
whether the proposed legislation would be 
agreeable to that power. So far as 
concerned the president, the objections of the 
Chinese minister had been worth more 
thanthe arguments on which the bill had 
passed congress. Charging that the republi- 
can administration bad arrayed themselves in 
hostility toany iegislation in question, he 
arraigned the republican pawy for having as 
sumed alike attitude, and seid the republi- 
‘can leader in the senate was now attempting 
to smother the question and slip around it by 
referring it toa committee. Mr. Bayard fol- 
lowed in a long speech against reference and 
in defense of the bill. 

THE VOTE REACHED. 

At the conclusion of Mt. Bayard’s speech, 
the pending question being divided at the 
request of Mr. Garland, the vote on the first 
branch, to refer the bill to the committee on 
foreign relations, resulted: ayes 15, nays 22— 
a party vote except that Messrs. Cameron, ol 
Wisconsin, Ingalis, Jones,ofNevada, Miller, of 
California, Plumb, Sewell and Teller voted 
with the democrats in the negative. and Mr. 
Davis, of Illinois, also voted no. The 
second branch,to refer the message and papers, 
was alsu negatived, yeas 19, nays 29. On 
the question, shall the bill pass notwithstand- 
ing the objections of the president, the vote 
was: yeas 29, nays 21; so the bill failed, two- 
thirds not having voted in the affirmative.

GRAVE CHARGES BROUGHT FORWARD 

Mr. Hiscock, ot New York, then offered an 
amendment providing that no money appro- 
priated in the bill shall be used in the inves- 
tigation of claims by the quartermaster-gen- 
eral’s department. Mr. Thompson, of Ken- 
tucky, movedto amend the amenement by 
transferriag the claimsto the court of claims 
when the claimants may so desire. Mr. Black- 
burn, of Kentucky, in opposing the amend- 
ment, said that grave accusations had been 
made against officials in the quartermaster- 
general’sand the conimissary-general’s depart- 
ments, There were practices existing in these 
departments in the matter of adjudicating 
Claims which no honest man could defend, 
and no legislator could permit to continue. 
He had evidence in his desk to that effect, 
which he would not read Hecause those prac- 
tices had prevailed and the ofticials were 
guilty, and there was ground to suspect that 
they were. The parties piying blackmail 
money were as guilty as the receivers; that 
the evidences of improper practices were cor- 
rect, he had taken occasion to satisfy himself 
by submitting them to various members of 
the house to whom the claimants were 
known. Some of the criminal parties 
were to-day employed in the two. de- 
partments of the government; some had 
passed out of employment during the past 
few days, but had left behind them evidences 
of their official misconduct in their own 
hand-writing. The investigation of this mat- 
ter would come at the proper time, and that 
soon, but he was seeking to warn the house 
allowing to continue for another day asystem 
of adjudication that was rotten to the core 
He was willing that any member should 
examine the paper which he had 
in his desk tending to show the corruption 
which had been churged.

The upper Savannah, thee Altamaha. the 
Ocmulgee, the Chattahvochee, the Coosa, the 
Oconee, are all to be urged by the Georgia 
delegation as worthy of consideration, I have 
no idea Savannah will get the $550,000 or the 
rivers what is asked for them, but the delega- 
tion none the less deserve credit for the ener- 
gy displayed in their efforts in this direction. 
We will fare better than we would with a less 
faithful sef¥of. senators and representatiyes. 
Senator Brown has succeeded in getting 
four life-saving stations for the Georgia 
coast. In the treasury is now lying 
$60,000 to be applied for light houses at the 
Savannah harbor as soon as suitable locations 
can be obtained at reasonable figures. Now 
if we can get a just appropriation for our 
rivers and harbors we will have to thank the 
government for more than it has yet dore for 
us. The committee is not constituted of very 
liberal men asarule, but Randali’s fixed up 
committee of the last congress was about as 
bad.

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ATHENS AROUSED 


BY THE SHOOTING OF A UNIVERSI- 
TY STUDENT. 


Walter Roundtree, a Student from Quitman, Shot 
Down by a Negro-The Young Man Followed 
up with Gis M or in View—The Mur- 
derer and His Accomplice Arrested. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Atuens, April 5.—Walter Rountree, the 
student who was shot yesterday, died this 
morning. Twelve of our best citizens com- 
posed the coroner’s jury and rendered’ the 
foilowing verdict: ‘The killing of W. J. 
Rountree was by’a pistol shot wound fired by 
Frank Johnson. was apremeditated mur- 
der. Enoch Echols was accessory, present, 
aiding and abetting in the commission of the 
crime, R, L. Moss, Foreman.”’ 


From the Athens Banner. 

Last evening, about sundown, just as eur 
merchants were closing their stores for the 
day, a report was circulated that a student 


had been killed bya negro near the court- 
house. We hestened to the scene of the trag- 
edy, and in passing up Clayton street found a 
large crowd of both whites and blacks congre- 
gated in front of Miles Johnson’s establish- 
ment, while the police were endeavoring to 
make them disperse, but apparently without 
effect. Frank Johnson and Enoch Echols, 
the perpetrators of the outrage, were arrested 
and in the building, which caused the assem- 
blage of the crowd. Passing on, we started 
for the court-house, the scene of the shooting, 
but met onthe way a buggy, guarded by 
students, containing the wounded man, who 
proved to be Mr. Walter Roundtree, of Quit- 
man, Ga., anda boarder with Mr. J. G. Ed- 
wards. It seems that there had been some 
previous difficulty between Mr. Roundtree 
and the negro Frank Johnson, (who is a son 
of Miles Johnson), and on last evening as 
several of the students were taking a stroll, 
in disjointed parties, the said Johnson, with 
a friend named Enoch Echols, decided that 
they would have a bloody settlement. So 
arming themselves with pistols ‘they started 
in pursuit of these young men. ; In passing a 
pair of students, Johnson asked if tney 
could tell him the way the: two Messrs, 
Roundtree went, The young men, suspicion- 
ing nothing wrong, told them. the direction. 
Quickening their pace Johnson remarked, 
‘“We'llcatch them vet.’’ Mr. Allie Berck- 
man says he was some distance behind the 
two young Roundtrees, and his attention was 
attracted by a shooting in their direction. He 
hastened forward just in time to see the ne- 
groes with pistols in their hands firing at his 
friends. He did not see the two white men 
shoot, but saw, Mr. Walter Rountree fail. 
Another student says the brother to Mr. R. 
shotone time at Johnson, Dr. Camak, who 
also witnessed the affray, does not think the 
young men attacked firéd a shot. From 
what we can learn the negroes shot at 
young Roundtree seven times, one ball tak- 
ing effect back of the neck, breaking the 
spinal column, and the wound must 
necessarily prove fatal. Drs. Bene- 
dict and Gerdine are both attending 
on the wounded man, and the latter gentle- 
man does not think his patient can survive 
throughout the night, and says that he can- 
not possibly last many days, as he is even 
now paralized from the breast down. His 
principal wound entered the back, ranging 
between the last cervical aud the first dorsa! 
vertebra. After probing the wound the -doc- 
tors could not decide whether the ball had 
entered the spinal marrow or not. It is re- 
ported that he is also slightly wounded in 
the head. Soon after their murderous deed 
Johnson and Echols tled and took refuge in 
Miles Johnson’s shop, where they were ar- 
rested and aftetwards conveyed to jail.

SHEEP RAISING. 


jlow it Has Pald and May be Made to Pay. 
From the Americus Republican. 

Southwestern Georgia is peculiarly adapted 
to the raising of sheep, and it is strange that 
when so large a revenue can be obtain- 
ed from it, that it is not made more than it is 
one of the industrial resources of the coun- 
try. The blind infatuation of thinking about 
nothing else but cotton, we are glad now to 
see, is leaving many of our farmers, who are 
turning their attention to a development of 
the self-sustaining principle in many of its 
parts. Surtlicient acres of land allotted to two 
hundred bead of sheep wiil pay fifty per cent. 
on the investment. To every sheep an aver- 
age of three pounds of wool can be given; 
but it will be even more than thatif the sheep 
are well cared for, for the average then will 
be five pounds to the sheep, and thirty cents 
per pound can be obtained for the wool. One 
acre sown in turnips will be sufficient for 
the winter feed of fifty head of sheep, 
and that fifty head of sheep will make the 
richest kind of manure for two acres of land. 
A farmer in Ware county, in this state, has 
ten thousand head of sheep, and that large 
number was multiplied from only two hun- 
dred head. You stock a ranche with two 
hundred head of sheep at $1 a head, and in 
three years you will have increased’ the 
amount to $600. But to make sheep raising a 
source of valuable revenue, you must take as 
good care of your sheep as you would of your 
horses, mules and cows. The ugly cry that 
the dogs will kill them need not to be made, 
or enclosed pasturage can be given the sheep, 
and the revenue obtained from the raising of 
the sheep will more than meet the care re- 
quired, giving you besides a valuabie reve- 
nue. Sow plenty of turnips and peas 
and then you will have the _ best 
kind of feed for the sheep; _that 
kind of feed will cost but a mere pittance. 
Besides, you can be all right on the meat 
question, for you can have at a moment's 
bidding, that most healthful and nutritious 
of meats, the four quarters of a fat lamb, 
which in summer is a most delicious dish, 
especially with-green peas. Now, take two 
hundred head of sheep, five pounds of wool 
from each at thirty cents per pound, and you 
will have 3300 from your investment. So 
you see there is a mint of money in it, for 
nothing pays better than the raising of sheep, 
for wool can and will always command 
a good price in any market. We hope our 
farining friends will think upon this matter, 
and go to work raising sheep for the benefit 
of the wool as well asthat which relates to 
the meat question.

Mr. W. E. Wardlaw, who is an amateur 
beaver trapper, has been very successful in 
capturing these wary animals. Near his 
place on the Upatoe creek during the month 
of Febrnary he caught nineteen. The furs 
are valuable, bringing from $2.50 to $5.00 
each, and then the meat is very palatable. 
Hon. LaFayette Harp, and his bruther, Mr. 
A. D. Harp, have also captured several. 
I dined yesterday with the former, and 
for the first time partook of beaver. It 
was prepared under the supervision of his ac- 
complished lady, who is a queen in the do- 
mestic circle, and ‘‘it was a dish fit to be set 
before a king.”

No regiment from New Hampshire suffered 
more in action than the Twelfth, and a ner- 
rower squeak for life than that ef Captain— 
but better known as Elder—Durgin, is not of- 
ten recorded. In one of the many engage- 
ments that the Twelfth participated in he 
was struck by a bullet, which literally bored 
a hole through him just above the stomach.

A column 
ofthe enemy advancing with a quick step 
moved directly over the ground, and as 
they were marching by he was barely 
able to make a motion — sufficient 
to attract the attention of a confederate cap- 
tain, who stooped, looked at him pityingly, 
and said: ‘Poor fellow! you are booked 
through.

This 
saved his life, as he was shortly afterwards 
found, treated for his wound, and ultimately 
recovered. The surgeon said that had he had 
his breakfast that morning he would assured- 
ly have been killed.

In Obio the large liquor dealers favored the 
Pond law because it would crush out the small 
saloons, and in Indiana the subject bas not 
been advanced far enough to become very in- 
teresting. Undoubtedly some Germans cast 
democratic votes in the Ohiocities on account 
of the Pond law; but there are other reasons 
than the Pond law for a change in political 
sentiment. The state of Garfield can not be 
trusted to obey, without desertions, the dic- 
tates of the machine, and Indiana has always 
when left to itself been democratic.

THE EXPIRING NATIONAL BANKS. 
Between -this time and March next the 
charters of four hundred national banks will 
expire. They will fall in gradually until 
February next, when, on a single day over 
three hundred banks will come to an end, 
having an aggregate capital of over fifty 
million dollars. The banks have induced the 
banking and currency committee to report a 
bill extending the charters of national banks 
on the ground that liquidation and settling up, 
preliminary to new charters, would involve 
loss, delay and _ temporary = stringency 
in the money market. The bill, how- 
ever, stands so far down the .calendar 
that the prospect of reaching it this session is 
not very good, and an effort was m2de on 
Monday to have April 15th set aside for its 
consideration—to make it a continuing special 
order of that day. To suspend the rules for 
that purpose required a two-thirds vote, and 
it could not be obtained. The vote was, veas, 
122; nays, 78. The republicans, together with 
the New England and New York democrats, 
cast the affirmative vote, while the negative 
vote was solidly democratic. Messrs. Blount, 
Buchanan. Clements, Cook, Hammond and 
Tucker voted against the motion; Messrs. 
Black and Stephens did not vote, anu 
Mr. Speer voted on the bank side. The voie, 
as it stands, settles the fate of the bill; but 
there isso much at stake a desperate effort 
will doubtless be made to reverse it. The 
democrats voted, itis thought, from various 
motives. A good many cannot see why the 
profits of the circulating notes should not go 
to the people instead of a set of banks, and 
others are not particularly friendly toa power 
that has been for years the stoutest ally and 
chief backer of the republican party. The 
latter felt like getting even; and it must be 
confessed that their votes were very natural 
and ve:y human. The truth is, if we do not 
act now in this matter, our hands will be tied 
and the bank system will be permanently 
fastened upon the country—which involves, 
of course, a stoppage very soon of the pay- 
ment of the public debt. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD BILL. 

A correspondent of the Savannah Telegram 
calls the attention of the military organiza- 
tions of that city to the bill for the improve- 
ment of the militia, which is now pending 
before congress, having been reported upon 
favorably by the military commitiee of the 
house. Savannah, of course, leads all the 
other cities of Georgia so far as the military 
spirit is concerned, but the bill in question is 
of great interest to every citizen of the state. 
The bill provides that the number of men of 
each state to comprise the National Guard 
shall be limited to 700 men for -each repre- 
sentative in congress, giving to Georgia, for 
instance, 7,000 men, anda force of 205,100 men 
in the whole country. A board from the 
different states is to design a general service 
uniform to be furnished by the government, 
a feature which in nowise interferes with the 
full dress uniforms that some of the 
States authorize for parades. This board is 
also to draw upaset of uniform regulations to 
be adopted by the na ional guard in all that 
pertains to supplies drawn from the govern- 
meni and to the better instruction and disci- 
pline of the guard. These regulations, how- 
ever, will not interfere with the special regu- 
lations for the militia now in force in the 
several states. The ammunition and arms 
are to be furnished by the general govern- 
ment. This will cost no more, and 
probably less, than to have the government 
furnish money to the _ states to select 
their own. It gives uniformity 
of calibre and enlarges the working 
capacity of the arsenals, The states are to 
make annual reports to the genera] govern- 
ment so that congress may know what force 
exists. The government will also appoint in- 
spectors (without rank or authority) to verify 
the reports made by the states, so that the 
appropriation will be paid to real organiza- 
tions and not to paper ones. The bili also 
provides that there shall be at least one an- 
nual encampment of the active militia of each 
state and territory by regiment, brigade or 
division, or such portion thereof as the au- 
thorities of such state or territory may pre- 
scribe—the encampment to continue five 
consecutive days. On the application of the 
governor of any state so much of the annual 
appropriation as may be due upon its quota 
may be applied toward the subsistence and 
expenses of the troops encamped, not to ex- 
ceed the rate of one dollar a day for each 
man, and for the purchase of the necessary 
camp and garrison equipage. In connection 
with the bill there is a petition to congress 
from the National Guard association, of which 
the following is an extract:

Georgia would thus be entitled to an an- 
nual appropriation of $35,000 for the support 
of its militia. The correspondent of the Tel- 
egram, commenting upon this, recalls the 
humiliating fact that all the states repre- 
sented at the Yorktown centennial with 
the sole exception of Georgia paid the ex- 
penses of their troops. A detail from the 
Chatham artillery of Savannah, with the 
historic guns of that organization, was pres- 
ent, but the members thereof paid their own 
expenses, 

The full text of the biil is not before us, 
and it may be that some portions thereof are 
obnexious to the cearge of centralization, but 
if such objections are real they shculd be al 
lowed to proceed from, some northern state. 
In the meantime, it would be well for those 
interested in the matter in Georgia to discuss 
the propriety of bringing their influence to 
bear in favor of the bill, provided it is unob- 
jectionable in its details. 


AN INFLAMED CONTEMPORARY. 

The esteemed Macon Telegraph copies the 
“Jayhawker” letter printed in Tue Constitv- 
TIon Of Jast Sunday, and accompanies it with 
nearly acoluma of comment, the apparent 
seriousness Of which is out of all proportion 
to the importance of the matt2r that stands 
as the occasion and the excuse therefor. We 
have read this comment with the attention 
which we give to even the briefest item in 
the editorial columns of our esteemed con- 
temporary, and we have also read a second 
time the statements of ‘‘Jawhawker,’’ but 
we fail to discover a clew to the extraordinary, 
not to say alarming, manifestation of 
choler on the part of the Telegraph. All 
the same, however, itis entertaining. 

It is entertaining, because it is dramatic. 
Indeed, we may as well sav it is entertaining 
because it is theatric, for no one who knows 
the genial editor of our esteemed contempo- 
rary would be likely to accuse him of possess- 
ing a tempestuous disposition. bButif the 
inflamed condition of our contemporary is 
genuine, we -are at a loss to account for it. 
The Telegraph begins business by stating-that 
$QHE ConstTITUTION prints the Jayhawker letter 
without comment. This is the simple truth 
—a mere platitudinous fact, as it were—but 
on esteemed contemporary makes the an- 
nouncement with a marvelous air of surprise 
and disappointment. : 

Certainly, if the Telegraph is correct, we 
have missed a fine opportunity, and we are 
willing the Telegraph should be the judge. 
But our esteemed contemporary has not 
failed to seize the opportunity. The curtain 
rises to slow music; there is a villain in 
the play who must be slain; there 
crash somewhere in the bowels of the prop- 
erty-room; some one rattles the tin armor 
With a broomstick; there is a clap of sheet- 
iron thunder and our esteemed contempo- 
rary rushes forth upon the stage, tires off a 
double-barreled horse-pistol and makes his 
escape in the roar and glare of royal Bengal 
fire. This would seem to be sufficient for 
all purposes of vindication, but our contem- 
porary will not be satisfied until both bar- 
rels of its horse-pistol. are emptied at the 


is a 


ceiling. 

The wholly unnecessary inflammation of the 
Telegraph leads it backwards into metaphor. 
Bill Arp, it will be remembered, is only one 
man, but our esteemed contemporary insists 
that William is better able to defend hiniself 
than the people of Georgia; and yet itis to 
be regretted that our lively contribu or is not 
to be included in the general vindication un- 
dertaken by our Macon contemporary. 

The attention of the Telegraph ‘‘is directed 
‘to the matterin behalf of the people of Geor- 
“gia who are villainously slandered, without 
‘opportunity to be beard in their own vindi- 
‘cation, save through the press.’’ Very well. 
Suppose Tue Constitution had gone into the 
atricals over this business and fired off a horse- 
pistol ora pop-gun, and made pretense to 
shake the eaves of heaven; and suppose that 
the Telegraph and every other paper in the 
state had joined it; orsuppose that all the 
papers join the Telegraph—how will that 
vindicate the people of Georgia? What are 
they to be vindicated from, and what is to 
vindicate them from it? 

We most emphatically and distinctly deny 
that the people of Georgia stand in need of 
any vindication. The Telegraph is simply 
beating the air. The people of Georgia do 
not need to be vindicated every time an un- 
friendly critic puts his pen to paper. They 
care very little, indeed, what is said. about 
them from a hostile or a captious standpoint. 
Thougbtful people are interested in reading 
what even self-constituted critics have to say 
of them; but certainly no thoughtful person 
is likely to become inflamed over criticisms 
that are prompted either by prejudice or lack 
of knowledge. So far as the ‘‘Jayhawker’’ 
letter is concerned we do not believe there are 
a dozen men in Georgia who care a snap of 
their fingers one way or another, for any 
statement it may contain; it may interest or 
amuse them as showing the impressions or 
the animus of a person unused to our methods 
of thought, but further than this they have 
no sort of interest in it. | 

One thing is certain, if the Telegraph is 
going into the business of ‘‘vindicating” the 
people of the south and “repelling” slanders 
against the people of Georgia, Editor Lamar 
will certainly have his handsfull. The organs 
atthe north are full of such matters. For 
our part, we have come to regard these things 
quite as a matter of course. They have ceas- 
ed to be irritatiog, and even if they were irri- 
tating, there isno remedy. They are some- 
times amusing, sometimes suggestive, but, 
whether one or the other, we are not pre- 
sumptions enough to suppose that the people 
of Georgia need any “vindication” at our 
hands. From our point of view, and we feel 
confident it is the point of view of ninety- 
nine out of every hundred men in the state, a 
charge against the south, or against Georgia,

Or lear a town of less than 10,000, $#20u; if in orneur 
a town havirg over 10 60 population, € 50; andif 
ina city of the first class, $500. Any person who 
Shall engage or ceniiiue in the traflic of liquor 
without vomplying with the provisions of the bill 
is to be tined $500 to $1,000 or be imprisoned thi ty 
days to one year, or both fined and imprisoned; 
aud wholessie dealers who furnish liquor to such 
ullicensed dealers are to be fined or imprisoned. 
lhe Cijqannati papers say the bill applies to beer 
and wihe as well as to stronger driuks. The oppo- 
siiion comes maibply from the keepersof the smaller 
suloons,.which will be virtually abolished, as they 
cannot aiford to pay the tax, The 
established saloons with a good run of cus- 
tom will not be ivjured, but rather benefited by it, 
since they will receive the custom which now goes 
to the small ones.

A prominent dealer in fertilizers in Atlanta said 
on yesterday: ‘I had a talk last night with six fer- 
tillzer men, and the impression of the crowd was 
that we would not sellover one-third as many fer- 
tilizers this year as last, and strange as it may seem 
while thiscuts into our business the impression 
was general that it was best for us as well as the 
public that the sales should be thus curtailed and 
no effort will be made to push them beyond the 
natural demand. The suggestion was mace that 
the price be lowered but the general opinion was 
thatif the price was reduced one half it could not 
materially add to the sales, as the people have de- 
termined to go short on guano this season. 


Mr. J.S. Daniel, of Conyers, said the other day: 
“There is less demand for fertilizers in my section 
god less demand for credit than I have 
knownin years. The farmers seem to appreciate 
fully the gravity of their situation and to under- 
stand that they must plant their own provisions 
compost their own manures and buy for cash in- 
stead of credit, if they intend to keep possession of 
their lands and their homes. They understand at 
last that the system of planting all cotton and bu y- 
ing provisions on credit at high prices is ruinous 
and consequently I notice this season the most 
cautious and prudent buying, and the planting of 
large provision crops. If the disasters of the last 
year have influenced all sections as they have 
Rockdale county they were blessings in disguise. 
They have brought abouta reform with our farmers 
that no preaching could have effected.”’

The subject was not 
agitated in the annual conferences that elected the 
delegates to the general conference, and itis fair 
to say is not receiving any sortof attention from 
the great body of thechurch. The issue has been 
headed up forthe especial delectation of a few

If a scheme 
were projected to accomplish such a result—the de- 
sirability of which isso questionable—in the pres- 
ent attituce of the rarties, it would not be proper 
for the church south to be the first mover in the 

remises. The un-Methodistie public need to be 
Foinesned, perhaps, that itis invariably true that 
just prior to every session of this quadreunial 
law-making body of thechurch, our church papers 
teem with suggestions which are never heard of 
when the conference assembles. This scheme is 
doomed to gothat way. Certainly a general con- 
ference—a legislative body and. judicial assembly 
—will uot be likely toassume functions that haye 
never been conferred upon it by law or usage. A 
general confererce did not organize the M., E, 
ehurch south, and it will require something more 
than a general conference to curry the whole force, 
‘‘horse, foot and dragoons’’ into the camp of the 
M.E. church nor h, and that, toe, without their 
wish or invitation. 2 

The other matter upon which I wish to inditee 
few lines, is the election of bishops. There isan 
unwritten law in the M. E. church, south, against 
candidates for the bishopric. ‘Ihe sentiment isso 
strong that fora man to become a Cantidate is to 
meet defeat and incur disgrace. I is, therefore, an 
exceedingly embarrassing posiuion in which a 
‘hristian gentleman is placed when his name is 
bawked about the press in cennection with the 
matter, whether he be favorably or unfavorably 
mentioned. He cannot reply if he is scandalized 
either by praise or blame. ‘The great body of the 
church ok to there elections with natural 
and worthy anxiety but every senti- 
ment of propriety is offended when 
the matter is Gi-cussed in the public prints and 
pames are mentioned and c aimscompared. The 
church feels that it would be au ulis; eakable evil 
were factious prejudices jo become enlisted in the 
question and they look with horror upon anything 
that tends in thatdirection. But as ‘one sinner 
destroyeth much good,’’ so avery lew persons of 
vicious teste, weak piety and dull se se of propri- 
ety have itin tueir power to bring the whole mem- 
bership of a great and useful church into 
reproach by ill advised wri ings. Con- 
sidering the magnitude of the church 
aud the place it occupies in the public view itis 
hardly to be expected that there shvuld not be 
found a few such individuals. The most proper 
commupities must needs have a few old maids 
who, having never found partners, must amuse 
themselves with match making. It would not be 
fair on their account to adjudge the whole commu- 
nity a nest of impertinent gossip mongers.

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The above table, if not altogether cheering, 
is a correct reflex of the general condition of 
trade. The number of failures has increased, 
the liabilities being six millions in excess of 
those for the same period of 1881, and the 
figures ef 1881 were double those of the pre- 
yious year.
